New Use for Steel, 


A new use has been found for steel 
in the manufacture of harness. An 
English firm makes a steel trace, con- 
sisting of a narrow ribbon of the metal 
from three-fourths of an inch to 1 inch 
wide, rolled very thin and cased in 
leather. A trace of this kind has at- 
tained a tensile breaking strain of 4,- 
575 pounds, while an ordinary leather 
trace of the best quality, tested at the 
same time, broke at a strain of 2,700 
pounds. Besides. being. lighter and 
stronger than the ordinary trace, the 
steel ribbon is about 20 per cent cheap- 
er. The steel is of the finest quality, 
and can be twisted in any direction. 
Tke same kind of steel has been intro- 
duced in England in the manufacture 
of a practically punctureless tire. The 
steel ribbon, cased in rubber, is placed 
inside of the ordinary tire. It is said 
that it does not in the least impair the 
resilience of the wheel, and has ac- 
tually the effect of increasing the 
speed of the machine.

Nancrede, surgeon of the 33d 
Michigan Volunteers, in his first public 
utterance since the close of the war, 
roundly scored its management in an 
address before Alpha Nu society last 
night. Among other things he said that 
while the Michigan regiments were on 
board the transports at Fortress Mon- 
roe, no food was provided for the offi- 
cers and with-.a temperature at 100 de- 
grees in the shade the men were ccm- 
pelled to wear heavy winter ciothing. 
After landing in Cuba, the regiments 
were camped in a swamp witn three 
inches of water, mud and rotten vege- 
table matter to sleep in. It was only 
after repeated remonstrance on his and 
Maj. Vaughan’s part, that they were 
allowed to cnange camp Open, dry 
ground, 

“In no small part,” said the, major, 
“I attribute the attacks of malaria

which the Michigan men afterwards ex- 


perienced to the brief stay in that 
swamp.

What the Trainer of the Voice Teaches 
His Pupils. 


The larynx has been Compared. to a 
wind, a reed and a stringed instrument, 
says Chambers’ Journal. The com- 
parison of it to a violin gave rise to 
the not very accurate phrase “vocal 
cords”? as the name of the two cush- 
ions which are its most prominent fea- 
But no string so short as those 
“vocal cords” could produce a musical 
bass note. * In fact, the comparison of 
the larynx to any instrument which 
produces only musical tones is inade- 
quate, to begin with. . There is no in- 
strument but the larynx which pro- 
duces both song and speech, and as 
those comparisons view the larynx 
merely as a producer- of musical 
sounds we have no further concern 
with them at present. Besides, the 
voice can be trained for speech, elocu- 
tion and oratory without a knowledge 
of the physiology of the larynx. 
have the power of adjusting the larynx, 
of varying the tension of its cords, 
cushions or ligaments, as they have 
been variously called. We can do 
these things without scientific techni- 
cal knowledge of how they are done, 
without any knowledge at all of vocal 
physiology; and it is the work of the 
trainer of the voice to teach his pupils 
—or her pupils, we may be allowed to 
say—how to do them.

STILL MORE 
Opinions On the Street and Water 


Commission. 


The turn of public sentiment in favor 
of the creation of a street commission 
is growing stronger each day. The 
Times is taking particular pains to as- 
certain the opinion of the general citi- 
zen body on the subject, and it is þe- 
coming more and more apparent that 
the commission is the wish of the peo-} 
It is conceded on all sid2s that the 
work of the recent public meeting can 
hardly be taken as the genuine vox 
populi, and the general opinion is ex- 
pressed that a reconsideration of the 
street commission clause might be a 
wise move. 

Says Ald. John Terns on the subject: 

“The creation of a street commission 
would be the best policy th: city could 
possibly adopt. In the first place it 
would be a great deal cheaper than the 
present system of taking care of the 
streets, as there would not then be that 
continual tearin down of another 
man’s work. When an alderman enters 
upon office he is, as a general thing, un- 
familiar with street work. At the end 
of his junior year, however, he has 
gained a number of ideas on the sub- 
ject from conversation, and he at once 
proceeds to carry out the policy whieh 
to him seems best. In general he favors 
different methods from those of nis pre- 
decessor, and in duty bound undoes, or 
at least modifies, what has already been 
accomplished and goes at the matter in 
his own way. At the end of 12 months 
he also is deposed, and the Same pro- 
cedure is gone through with again.” 

Says C. L. Yost: “I have given no par- 
ticular attention to the matter and 
know nothing of the exact duties of 
this proposed commission, but on gen- 
eral principles think that it is a good 
thing. If you can get men to stay by 
the work for three or four years they 
ought certainly to accomplishe more 
than the aldermen, who are changed ev- 
ery year.” 

George Toughridge: “I am most heart- 
ily in favor of the plan. I thing it 
would result in a great saving of money 
and that we would get better looking 
streets.’’ 

Frank Joslyn: “I have always thought 
that the streets and police should be 
put under a commission. 
get in a poor man they can discharge | 
him at once, and if they happen on PEA 
extra good one they can keep him Dr 
more than: one year. A commission 
wouldn’t be mixed up in politics as the 
aldermen are sometimes, and would con- 
sequently stand a better chance of get- 
ting competent men to work under 
them. There is one thing about it, the 
city would certainly save money by the 
change.” 

Sumner Damon, of the board of public 
works: “I think the idea a good one, but 
would suggest that the conmission be | 
made five in number. Then, you See. 
they could appoint committees among 
themselves and thus lighten the work 
of each one. I am heartily in favor of 
the commission.” 

N. B. Perkins, of the board of public 
works: “I am a supporter of the plan, | 
also. I don’t know as I agree with all! 
its details, but I think that a commis- 
sion would do much ‘better work and at 
a lower cost than the aldermen can pos- ; 
sibly do.” 

Ald. Worden: “I haven’t made any 
special study of the matter, but should 
certainly think that this coinmission 
plan would give better satisfaction than 
the present way of getting at the 
streets. I would gladly ‘see street work 
taken from the hands of the aldermen.” | 
- W. W. Worden: “I am very much in |

would look better than they do now, 
and that at less money than we arë now | 
putting upon them.”

NOT SO EXPENSIVE. 


Then if they | City Water Is Cheaper Than General- 


ly Believed. 

The Times recently printed the statc- 
ment of a member of the ‘board of pub- 
lic works to the effect that the cost of 
pumping the city water is 3.38 cents per 
1,000 gallons. These figures are to be 
found in the last annual report of the 


board- and are technically correct, yet 


they should be accompanied by a 
word of explanation. The details of the 
report show ‘that in arriving at the re- 
sult of 8.38 cents a number of items of 
expense were included in the. expense 
column which ‘properly.do not belong 
there. For instance, in the cost of 
pumping is included one-half of the re- 
station, 
which makes an item of $4,000; then 
again there is the charge of $2,000 inter- 
est on the bonded indebtedness of the 
plant, and in addition there are one or 
two other charges of a similar nature. 
These debts are to be reckoned against 
the ‘water works department, but it is 
hardly fair to count them in the cost of 
pumping. The actual money expended 
in drawing city aqua from its subter- 
ranean home is, according to the esti- 
mate of the city engineers, a trifle over 
4 cents per 1000 gation. Thus it is seen 
that when the cost of construction of 
the plant is once out of the way the city 
will be able to furnish water at a very 
low rate and still realize a trifle.

Those interested in the beest sugar in- 
dustry are looking with considerable in- 
terest to Bay City, where there is a 

iarge factory inactive operation. The 
| local press of Bay City is very enthusi- 
astic over the factory, its future devel- 
opment and the good it has already done 
the place. Following are clippings from 
the Bay City Times-Press: _ 

“Herman Ruterbu'sch, who resides on 

he German road, raised two acres of 
Sugar beets last season. He sold his 
product to the Michigan Sugar Coms 
pany, receiving a check for $181. 

William Ruterbusch, residing on the 
Munger road, devoted 1144 acres to sugar 
beet culture. His crop brought him 
$118, delivered at the factory in Eissex- 
ville. 

“Herman Ruterbusch’s net profit on 
two acres was $111. and Wm. Ruter- 
busch cleared $65.50- over all expenses 
from 114 acres.” 
|: ‘The farmers in this vicinity are go- 
| ing to raise sugar beets on a large scale 
next year. Last year’s experiment 
proved such a success, therefore the 
| great increase in acreage for the coming 
year.” 

Under the heading of ‘Strictly Con- 
fidential,” the Saginaw Courier-Heraid 
says: ; 

“T took dinner with a Bay county 
farmer today, who raised one acre of 
beets last season which yielded 22 tons 


to the acre, and ke sold them to the 
factory for $4.50 a ton,’ said Farmer 
Youmans, of Bridgeport, yesterday. 
“He .said it cost him $30 ar acre io 
raise the ‘beets, and he is well pleased 
with the experiment, and next season 
vill plant ten acres to ‘beets. On the 
stone road going out I counted 250 
teams loaded wilth beets and all headed 
for Bay City. It just made me sick 
when I thought what Saginaw is losing 
in the way of trade.” 

The last clipping became intelligible 
when the explanation is made that Sag- 
inaw has been figuring on a beet sugar 
factory for some time, but that they 
never advanced beyond figures and Bay 
City slipped in ahead of ‘them and: is 
now reaping the reward.
